Sums totalling’ $817,- 
502.74 were Involved in 
five charges of obtaining 
money by false pretences 
and one of conspiracy to 
defraud that were preferred 
against Chan Tak-shing, 
alias Chan Wing-kai, 36, 
unemployed, 2 native of 
Formosa, when his trial 
opened before Judge J. 
Reynolds in the Victoria 
District Court this morning. 

The alleged fraud concernal 
the shipment of 5,063 cases that 
were supposed to comain 401,- 
400 Ibs of first grade Formosan 
green tea ("Chun Mec") des- 
patched by various ships to 
Cosablanen, North Africa.
